Theſe things duly weighed, and conſidering the Ground of our pre- 
ſent Diſtempers ; the Compiler of this Abridgment reckoned that he

all had been ſpoil'd. | 

Thar the Witneſs having pacified Mr. Whitebread, he offer'd to be friends 
with him, upon condition he would tell him the perſon, andthe Miniſter 
that went with him. Mr. Oztes declared this to be all he had to fay to the 
Priſoner atthe Barr, ſavingonely that upon Sir George Wakemarr's refuſing 
to poyſon the King for 10000: /z.

ther, that that Letter was received by Grove, and delivered to Ireland, gi-

Here Gavaz alledged that Mr. Oates ſaid but even now, that it was in 
the /atter end of July: upon which Mr. Oates moved that the Witneſs might 
be examined by the Court, - and not by the Priſoners, that would putripngs 
upon the Evidence which they never ſaid. . 

After this the Priſoners put ſeveral Queſtions to the Witneſs. Whzte- 
bread ask'd him bow long he had known him before the April Conſult. Mr. Oates 
anſwered, that he never ſaw his face before. Mr. Whitebread demanded 
how he was to be employed, and what Recompence, Mr. Oates told him, that

Mr. Whitebread-asked the Witnefs, if Mr: Nevi/and Sir Robert Brett were 
there, he having ſaid ſo in his Narrative. ' Mr. Oates anſwered, that he 
believed that they were there. 

Mr. Ferwick offered Mr. Oates's Narrative, as an Evidence upon -Oath, , 
being ſworn before a Juſtice of the Peace 3 inſiſting upon it, that his Evi- 
dence in Court ought to agree with his Narrative. But he was anſwered, 
that they were to proceed according to Law, which would not admit a 
Pamphletin Evidence. 9 

Mr. Gavas demanded of Mr. Oates, whether it were in Auguſt, or July, 
that My. Oates ſaw him , what time of the month, and whether before 
Mr. Aſhby went to the Bath, or not. To which Mr. Oates replied, that it 
was towards the middle or latter end of Jxly, that he ſaw the Priſoner in 
Town, 4/hby being then alſo in Town , and Gavar telling the Witneſs 
\ thathe would go ſee him; the Witneſs declaring particularly, that about - 
Mid-FJuly Aſhby came to Town, ſtayed not above a fortnight, deſigning 
for the Bath, and that at this time it was that Gavar communicated the ſub- 
je& of that Letter. 

Gavan derhanded of the Witneſs, in which of the two- weeks it was 
(Aſhby ſtaying but a fortnight) that Mr. Oatesſaw himin Town. The Pri- 
ſoner expounding to the Court the Intent of that Queſtion, that he might 
endeavour to diſprove it either in the one week - or in the other. But 
Mr. Oates could not charge his memory with the preciſe Week. 

Mr. Gavaz: put it then to Mr. Oates, how often: he had ſeen him in Logdon. 
Whoſe Anſwer was, ozzely oe day, but two ſeveral times that day, 2s he re- 
membred, by the token that an Apothecary brought Mr. Gavaz a Cordiall 
in theafternoon to Mr. {re/and's Chamber, he being then and there indiſpo- 
ſed. That the Apothecary was called Walpoole, but that the Witneſs could 
not ſay whether it was he himſelf that brought it, or his ſervant. Mr. Ga- 
van brake out here into this Expreſſion, I do as truely believe that there 3s 2 
God, a Heaven;, and a Hell, as any one here does. As I hope for ſalvation, 
as Þ hope to ſee God in Heaven, I never ſaw Mr. Oates before that day in Ja- 
nuary, when he ſays I had the Periwigg on, and he did not know me, And 
as for July, 1 call God to witneſs, I never ſaw him then. Upon my ſalvation, 
_  {'was not in London. 

+ Liberty being allowed to the Priſoners to ask any Queſtions in their 
own defence, Mr. Tyrner asked Mr. Oates , 1f Whitehall was not the firſt 
pla@that ever he ſaw him in, when he told the Priſoner that he went by 
another name. Mr. Oates told him, that in that Diſguiſe, and beaſtly Pe- 
riwigg, he did not ſo well call him to mind ; and that he did not conſider 
Names, but he was the Mar. He ſaw him at the Conſult, where there 
were 40 or 50 in the Meeting. - That he could not fay he ſaw him at the 
White Horſe, but at Mr. Ferwick's Chamber he did. .Tiyrner laid hold of 
that, and minded him that at Whitehba/ he ſaid it was at Wi/ld-Houſe - 
which Mr. Oates explained, by telling the Court, that in regard the grea- 
teſt buſineſs was done at W:ld-Houſe, they called all Conſults the Conſults 
of Wild- Houſe. 

Mr. Dugdale being ſworn , was Examined what he could ſay of White- 
bread and Harcourt, but to begin with Whitebread. He declared, that he 
had ſeen Z/hitebread ſometwo or three years agoe with the old Lady Aſtor, 
at 1:xall, having no great acquaintance with him. But that in a Letter 
from Mr. Groves to Mr. Ewers , he ſaw one of Mr. Z/þztebread's incloſed, 
cautioning Ewers to chuſe men that were hardy, and deſperate, (or to that 
purpoſe) and no matter for their being Gentlemen. That he came'to 
know Mr. //hitebread's hand, by looking upon himas he was writing a Let-

That he;came to the fight 
of this Letter, by intercepting it , and reading, it 3 and that, he ſaw .it at 
Tixall : all Letters coming to Mr. Ewers under cover from Mr. Groves,. be- 
ing dire&tedto the Witneſs; the ſaid Mr, Ewers being a_ Je/aite, and. the 
Witneſle's Confeſlour. ? | 

Mr. D»gdale ſwears farther, that he was engaged in the Plot ypon the 
Life of the King by Gavar and divers others. © That at Mr, Ewers's/Cham- 
ber, This Witzeſſe's; at Boſcobel; and elſewhere ; there were divers Con- 
ſultations about the Death of the King, and bringing in of Popery ; where- 
in Mr. Gavaz was a great man, having a good Tongue, and the faculty of 
moving the people : and the Witneſs believeth that Mr. {re/and was then 
1n the Country. 

That at Tixall there was one Meeting about September laſt , where my 
Lord Stafford was preſent, Mr. Peters, Mr. Leveſon, Mr. Ewers, and. ma- 
ny more;z. Mr. Gavar among the reſt :- and the Meeting was to adviſeupon 
thedefign of Change of Religion, and taking off the King. That this was 
Sept. 21.1678, but that the Witneſs hath heard it ſpoken of two years agoe. 
That upon this occaſion, the Witneſs was by Mr. Harcourt choſen to be 
diſpoſed of at Lodor, under the Government of Mr. Parſons. That Ewers 
and Gavarn werethe firſt that brake this buſineſs to the Witneſs, Mr. Gavay 
often perſwading and incouraging him to it. The Court appearing to be 
much affe&ted with this Evidence, laid great weight upon it, as a thing 
wholly New to them. Upon which Expreſſion, Gavar made an Exclama- 
tion in theſe words, 'Tzs ſo to me too, upon my Soul; for upon my Conſtience 
I never heard of it before ; bidding the Witneſs look upon him with Confi- 
dence if he could. .Mr. Dugdale preſently deſiring Mr. Gavanto inform the 
Court, whetherheever had the Witneſs under his Tuition or no, or knew 
any ill thing by him; Gavar acknowledged that he had been acquainted 
with Mr. Dzgdale , living within 11 mules of Tixall, and converſing 
with the Fawily ; and that he knew Mr. Ewers very well, but never was 
in his Chamber. D»gdale proceeded, That ſome of the diſcourſe already 
given in Evidence was in the Little Parlour, and ſome in Mr. Ewers's 
Chamber. And for a farther Argument of Friendſhip betwixt them, that 
this Witneſs gave them 400 /j. to pray for his Soul, and to ſet forward this 
Deſign, and promiſed them 100 /i. more, upon their Complaint that-they 
ſhould want mony ; Mr. Gavaz afluring the Witneſs that he ſhould bex#Ca- 
nonized for what he had done. 

Mr. Dugdale ſwears farther , that in his hearing they talked as if they 
look'd for Forces fromabroad. ; and, that Mr. Gavar ſaid, that though they 
were in great Troubles themſelves, they would yet have Men and Mony 
enough to ſpare for ſuch a Deſign. And then, as to a Maſſacre, the Wit- 
neſs (wears, that he hath heard it talk'd at ſeveral Conſultations. But they 
were firſt adviſed-by a Letter from Paris, that paſſed through Harcourt's 
hands, to make the Death of the King to be a Presbyterian Plot, and in 
caſe of his Miſcarriage, to engage the Proteſtants in a Revenge upon the 
Presbyterian party, as guilty of the FaQ; and after that, to go on to a 
Maſacre, andthoſe that ſcap'd it to be afterwards cut off by an Army. 

The Witneſs ſaithmoreover, that Mr. Gavar hath many. times endea-- 
voured toperſwade him ofthe Lawtfulneſs, if notthe Merit, of Killing any 
body for the Advancement of their Religion 3 giving Reafons for it out of 
Scripture , and inſtancing in the Example a; Garzet, and the Miracles 
wrought by his Reltques. 

He declareth farther, that he hath ſeen ſeveral Treaſonable Letters from 
beyond Seas ſtriking at the Life of the King, and the Proteſtant Religion,

Mr. Harcourt then asking the Witneſs the date = ebrea®'s 
of the laſt Letter the Witneſs had received from him 3 Mr. Dxgdale an- "© 
{wered, that as he remembred, it was that concerning the Death of Sir E4- 

#mndbury Godfry in Ofober : and then Harcourt affirmed, that he had not 
written to him this year and half, Mr. Dygdale now applying himſelf to 
the Priſoner, minded him, that upon Mr. Ireland's being laft year in the 
Country, the Priſoner was uſed to fend the S. Omers Letters to Mr. {reland, 
and ſo they werediſpatch'd down tomy Lord Aſtoz's. That the Witneſs had 
the ſight of Ezght of thoſe Letters, by the token , that he pretended to 
Conjure 1n telling the Death of Mr. Edward Aſtor , before it was known 
to any of his Relations 3- which the Witneſs came to underſtand upon rea- 
ding two of theſe Letters. That Mr. Ireland took it ill that he heard it no 
ſooner , and the Priſoner wrote him word of 'the ſending theſe Let- 
ters. 

Mr. Harcourt oppoſed, that Mr. Dygdale, but five weeks fince, owned Harcourt 
before a Committee of Parliament, that he did not know him, and came charges Dag- 
alſo to the Gatehouſe to entrap him, before the Gent. of the Committee ;z 4ale with 
but hedenieth that he hath written to him for ſeveral years, and the wri- contradic- 
ting.of any ſach Letter as he mentions , or that he ever approved of put- *ing himlelt. 
tivg any man to death : informing, that the Gent. for Experiment-ſake, de- 
fired the Priſoner to write hisown hand and name, and three of them alſo 
wrote their names, and he could not fay which was the Priſoner's 3 who 
does not diſown all this while that he hath often writ to Ewers, and ad- 
dreſfs'd to Dugdale. 

Mr.Chetwin was now ſworn to ſpeak to a diſcourſe thatpaſt betwixt him M. Chetwin's 
and Mr. Dzedale the laſt Summer, what it was, and at what time 3 who Evidence 
gave this Evidence. That being in Staffordſhire,in a Family which Mr. Saz- concerning 
bridge (my Lord Aftor's Kinſman) much frequented, the Gent. coming to S' Edmund- 
him in OFober laſt, askt him if he heard any thing of a Weſtmzinſter Juſtice bury Goefty. 
that was killed. The Witneſs told him, that A heard nothing of it. I 
was told (ſays Mr. Sanbridge,) by a Girl of the houſe this morning at Eds, 
that Mr. D»edale had reported fuch a thing there. This wasupon Tweſday 
morning, and the Saturday following the Witneſs received an account at 
Litchfield that Sir Edmmndbury was murthered. Upon Mr. Dagdale's co- 
ming to Town, this Witneſs, with fome others, went to him before his 
Examination, the Witneſs asking him what he could ſay about that Gen- 
tleman's death ; who made anſwer, that he remembred a Letter from Fa- 
ther Harcourt to Father Ewers with theſe words in it, This Night Sir Ed- 
mundbury Godfry is diſpatched. That this Witneſs being out of Town 
when the Murtherers were tried , upon his return to Lordoy , G_ 
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that he wasnot, the WitneG paſt this re- 
fleQion upon it, that there was loſt a very material Witneſs. 7 mie 

Mr. D#gdale informs, that Whitebread charged Ewers in his Letter to take 
none but ſtout deſperate fellows, and that they were to kill the King; to 
take away the King's Life, in thoſe very words, as the Witneſs remembreth. 
That theſe Letters were ſent by the ordinary Poſt, and it _ wondred 
at, that any man would venture ſuch words in a Letter, the Witneſs made an- 
ſer, that he was to have been an AQour, and that they direQed their 
Lettersto him 3 that if they were diſcovered , he ſhould be hanged, and 
they come off. The Witneſs declaring, that he had been dealt with be- 
fore by the Lord Stefford and Mr. Ewers, to kill the King. Mr. Whitebread 
demanding of him, whether he intercepted and read them himſelf .and 
the Witneſs replying, that he did ſo: whereof Mr. Whitebread deſired the 
Jury to take notice. | 

Mr. D#gdale was then examined concerning Mr. Turner and M. Fenwicks 
who informs, that he had ſeen Trrner, Ewers and Leveſor, with others, 
together at Mr. Ewers's Chamber at TixaS, and in other places, about two 
years fince 3 and that he had heard them diſcourſe , and agree upon the 
whole deſign 3 and that this Witneſs had heard from Ewers, that Tirzer 
was to manage the Plot in Worceſterſhire : but that for Ferwick, the Wit- 
neſs cannot ſay that ever he ſaw him before. - Tzr-er , on the other ſide, 
did own that he had been 3 or 4 times in his whole Life at 177xa/, but not 
ſo much as in Staffordſhire tor theſe four laſt years. 

Mr. Prance ſworn and examined : who informs that Harcourt told him 
about a year agoe, as he was paying him for an Image gf our Lady, that 
there was a Plot upon the Life of theKing. And that Mr. Freland, Mr. Ferr- 
wick and Mr. Grove , at Mr. Ireland's Chamber, were ſaying, that there 
would be 50000 men in readineſs, toſet up the Catholick :Religion: and 
Mr. Fenwick told him, that my Lords Bellaſis, Powis, and Arzndel ſhould 
command them : and that Grove afterwards told the Witneſs, the aforeſaid 
Lords had Commiſhons to give places. The Witneſs depoſeth farther, that 
asking Mr. Ferwick what would become of Trades-men, tfwe'{hould come 
to have Wars ; he bad the Witneſs never fear want of .Frad& for there 
would be Church-work enough for Images , Crucifixes, arc + like. 
That the Witneſs going to Mr. F enwicks Chamber, after Father J=-#- (his 
Ghoſtly Father) was dead, Mr. Ferwick would have had the Witneſs come 
to Confeſſion to him. ( This was about a week before Michaelma#laſt. ) 
Mr. Ferwick denying all, the Witneſs minded him of a Table for the Altar 
that was brought him at the ſame time. 

Mr. Harcourt asking the Witneſs ifever he had diſcourſed with himabout 
any ſuch matter 5 Mr. Prazce affirmed that he had, and that he paid the 
Witneſs for ſome Candleſticks, one Thompſor being in his company. Har- 
court owning that he: knew Thompſor, and bought ſuch Candleſticks of 
him. 

Mr. Bedlow ſworn : who informs the Court, that he declined the giving 
of full Evidence againſt Whitebreadand Fenwick, tor fear of diſappointing 
a deſign he had then afoot, being at that time treating with Reading about 
Mr. Whitebread and Mr. Fenwick, as well as the Lordsin the Tower ; ap- 
pealing to ſome of the Juſtices upon the Bench for the truth thereof, and 
referring to his Apology at that time in the Court, for keeping himſelf up- 
on a Reſerve. Mr. Whitebread asking him thereupon, if he faid any ſach 
thing at the laſt Trial. 

Mr. Bedlow chargeth it upon Mr. Whitebread, that he gave Mr. Coleman

Mr. Bedlow declared, That whereas Mr.” Gavan ſays, that their defire of 
Secrecy was out of a Refpe& to the Parliament, he and others had been 
employed to bring more Jeſuits into England in Partiament-time, then in 
any other ; for that they were then in leaſt danget.

Mr. Harcourt being called upon to explain this Letter ,' informed the. 
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Worthy Sir, 


I know not from whence it proceeds, but I perceive that both your Letters 
and mine have bad fortune by the ways, for my Correſpondents with you com- 
plain they hear not from me, whereas [ write conſtantly intire Pacquets, and 


fence the Bills I received from your ſelf for Sir William Goring, and for Mr. 


Ireland, from Mr. Shelly, { have not had one Letter but what 1 received this 
week; which in part made recompence for the former, for it brought me three 
of yours,and one of Mr. Ireland's, for which I render you many humble thanks, 
and achnowledge the fifteen pounds from my Lord Caſtlemain , though My. 
Ireland made 20 mention of it in his. We are all here very glad of the pro- 
motion of Mr. Thomas Harcourt. Wher I writ.that the Patents were ſent, 
although I gueſs for whom they were, yet I know _ certain, _ our Pa- 
trons do not uſe to diſcover things or 4 raj till they know they have effeF. 
And therefore in theſe kind of matters I dare not be too haſty,leſt ſome will ſay, 
A fool's Bolt is ſoon ſhot. 


There aroſe a great difficulty upon the plurality of the word Patexts. 
Mr Whitebread expounded it to be meant of his Patent for Provinciall; 
which being but one, would not have been called Patents. Which Mr. White- 
bread qualited by making it a Latiziſz, and called it Litere patentes. It was 
objected, that he being made Provincial Farwary 14. and this bearing date 
Feb. 5. the word Patents could not be intended of his Commiſion. To 
which M. Whitebreadaniwers,that poſſibly they did not know till then; and 

at it was not known what Exceptions might be exhibited againſt the per- 
ſon named: befides, that every Patent is called Litere patentes. Dr. Oates 
affirmed, that if a man be choſen to a place, he muſt execute it,upon pain of 
Damnation if he diſobey his Superiour. To which Mr. Z/itebread replied, 
that a hundred Inſtances might be given of Refuſalls in the caſe; and that 
he would have refuſed it himſelf, if he had foreſeen the Trouble of it ; ap- 
pealing to Almighty God,as he was to anſwer at the laſt day, that he knew 
nothing at all of this buſineſs. Dr. Oates declared that the Patentsſpoken 
of in this Letter were ſent, a great many of them, in April and May before. 

The Priſoners being now called to their Defence, Dr. Oatess Witneſſes 
were ſent for, to be in readineſs. | 

Mr. Whitebread beginning,that though he did not fear Death, he would be 
loth todie by Injuſtice : and that he hopd that he ſhould be allow'd the com- 
mon freedome of endeavouring to preſerve himſelf; for that a man's Life 
might be taken away by Perjury,as well as by a Piſtol! : ſo that he truſted 
that no man ſhould be admitted as anEvidence againſt him,that was not probas 
Teſtis ; oftering that D. Oates was not ſucha man, and he craved leave to ſay 
that he was Perjured. Heſays that hedid ſuch and ſuch things by /Yhitebread's 
appointment, was preſent with him April 24. and that the Priſoner acquain- 
ted Dr. Oates with the whole defign : a thing ſo improbable, that whoever 
believes it muſt take the Priſoner for a Mad-man, to truſt any body with 


fucha concern at firſt fight; (for he confeſſeth that ſo it was ; ) and then to 


truſt a man that had his Livelyhood from the Society, (for they maintain'd 
him, ) that is to ſay,firſt the Priſoner's Predecefſor, and then himſelf. Upon 
his Importunity to be entertain'd in the Society, the Priſoner perſwaded 
him to withdraw, refleGing upon him as a perſon not anſwerable to the 
purpoſe he pretended to; and that for ſevera]l Reaſons. Firſt, for his Prin- 
ciples; for he held ſeverall Opinions that were not ſound. Secondly, his 
Life was looſe, and therefore he was deſired to retire. - To which end, he 


' had a fuit of Cloaths given him, a Periwigg, and 4 /i. in his Pocket, which

he promiſed to repay upon the ſale of his Library in'\Lozdo# z but he he- 
ver did. The Priſoner took notice ofthe juſt Wonder of the Court at wri- 
ting to Dugdale by the Poſt in fo plain and dangerous terms ; and the like 
in his diſcourſe to Dr. Oates: but concladed in craving the Court's leave 
to produce Witneſſes, that from the to. of Decerz. to the 23. of June fol- 
lowing Dr. Oates was at S. Omers, and lodg'd but one night out of the 
houſe. = 

Tt was obſerved upon Mr. Whitebread,as a ſtrange thing, that they ſhould 
ſtill maintain a man that they had ſo ill an opinion of: but Mr. Whitebread 
denied the maintaining of him,affirming,that he was not ſent over by them, 
as he ſaid he was,and undertaking to prove it: allowing all this while that 
they - had maintained him beforez. and diſtinguiſhing betwixt an office of 
Charity to a man of Letters, and in neceſflity,and a Confidence of Intrigue- 
ing with him in ſuch a Caſe as this. 

Mr. Ferwick then recommended it to the Court to conſider, that Dr. 
Oatess Evidence from one end to the other was ſupported by the fight of 
ſuch and ſuch Letters from one perſon or another; and all the Teſtimony is, 
the ſight of the Letters: as if Fenwick, that knew Dr. Oates was tattn'd a- 
way from S. Omers for his Miſdemeanors,ſhouJd after that make hin privy 
to all his Letters. The Priſoner defired the Court to take notice, that he 
had a thouſand Letters taken from him,and not one Syllable either of Trea- 
ſon, or of ſolliciting people to come over, was charged upon him out' of 
thoſe Letters: Urging, that all the proof made was but ſ2yimg and ſiwea- 
rings and defying any man to make out any probability to any unbyaſſed 
judgement, how this could poſſibly be.

He minded the Court alſo of the Evidence of Mr. Aſby's coming to 
Town about M3d-Jzly, and of the Priſoner's coming likewiſe within the 
fortnight which Mr. Aſ6by ſtaid; and of the Priſoner's ſaying he would 
wait upon Father Aſþby; where the diſcourſe paſt that he ſpeaks of : ad-:

pable of it; appealing to Mr. Harcourt and the reſt, whether he were there 
or not, and upon the word of a dying man denying it. |

He movd farther, whether ſtanding accuſed by one Witneſs, about 
one Fad in Loxdor, and by another, concerning another Fat in Stafford- 
ſhire, theſe two Witneſles ate to be reckoned good in Law. But this 
being already reſolved in Sir Herry Vaze's Caſe, where ſeverall Wit- 
neſſes prov'd ſeverall Fats in feverall Countries, and yet all overt Ads 
of one and the ſame Treaſon; Mr. Gavar ſuggeſted, that Serjeant Rols 
was of another Opinion.
